LONG STRETCH DRIVE. 



Far West TaRes the Handicap— Court Ladv in a 
Close Finish — Frequent Showers 
Affect the Goin^. 



Saratoga. N. Y.. August 11.— Rain fell at the 
right nioiiH'iil for Ihirante and the eonrerted track 
<niiditi<uis eiiahled ihe tialtercd and criiudcd sou of 
I’essara - I^jtd.v Augusta to defeat s«»nie high-class 
Ihrec-ycar-olds in Ihe lYavers Stakes at Sarali>ga 
I'slay. Tile licld named overnight was reduced li.v 
the withdrawal of Stamina to a qnint»-tte of slart- 
•Ts, all c<>lts of <-oiisideraid<‘ cxfadlenee. in<-luding 
King James, which would have heen a cliuniidon In 
an.v hut a Odin. Celt and Fair Flay year. Dorante. 
whiidi. not s<i long ago. started a favorite for tin- 
UealiKution. in wliich lie was considered such a for- 
midahle iiiiantit.v tliat rumor credited even Colin 
and Celt with dodging liim. l!ar None, the highest- 
tried maiden of his age. Sir .Johnson, a recent near 
record breaker, and ISeaueoup. wiiosi? claim to con- 
sidiwatiou was liis woll known iircdelietlon for tlie 
mud. 

The opening tietting saw .Tohn E. Madden’s can- 
didate installed as Ihe public choice at 7 to r>. King 
James’ iirice receded steadily until it reached the 
Jiigh water mark at 11 to .I. when <a reaction to 2 
to 1 took tdace. The market about Dorantc was 
tinexpeetedly firm at about <> to 1. despite the eon- 
sideralile weight concession he was •‘ompelled to 
give every one of his opponents. With the other 
two. Har None and Sir John Johnson, in stead.v de- 
mand. the Travers of 1908 will go down in history 
as one of the best betting races of this or anv otlier 
.vear. 

'Ilie start. whieJi t<x>k place in front of the 
grandstand, was lioth prompt and good. Sir .lolm 
Johnson drew out at once and sliowed the way with 
the hard-held King .Tames in close attendance. Beau- 
coup and Bar None were close up. the latter under 
a choking pull, and Dorante. the eventual winner, 
a trailer and seeniingl.v under pressure to keeii up. 
This oi'der was maintained for six furlongs, when 
tliere was a general closing up. King James and 
Dorante Imiiroving tlieir tsisitions fast. Madden's 
colt bad established a eomfortahle lead when begin- 
Jiing the final three furlongs and seemed all over 
the winner until midway of the stretch, where 
Dorante liMuned up <iiiiekly and ranged alongside. 
In the punishing close drive whicli ensue<l King 
I James sueeumhed for lack of condition to tlie well- 
M*ssoiM‘d Dorante. whii-h drew out a victor in tlie 
last lialf-doy.en strides of one of the truest run races 
seen tills sea.son. Bi'aiieoup’s inud-riinning qualities 
were i-inpliasiziKl liy his outstaying the other two 
liorst*s for tliird lionors. Bar Xoii^' ai>peared a mag- 
nitie»'ut specimen of tlie tlioroiighbred. hut Ids siiow- 
wliite ankles were disiidored b.v a lilieral coating 
of hsline. 

The Travers Stakes is an ancient fixture, first 
mil ill l.MIT at one and tiirec-iiuarter miles. Its 
distance was reduced to one and one-eiglith miles 
ill 1901. since wliich the tabled history of the ract> 
Is shown lielow:

Seattle. Wash.. August 11. — The public had an 
inning at The .Meadows tiala.y. when .8|iirley Ross 
more. Achieve. Fern Ji. and fonyent Bell si-ored as 
favorites. All four were well hackl'd and the ring 
lost lieavily. Niaiie Linille. one of two winning 
•Hitsiders. was by no means frietidles.s. but Sea Lad. 
Ihe other, w.is a<-corded scant su|)iM>rt. Rii> 
per and Triumphant, two siiptiosedly good things that 
were well backed. In Ihe fifth and sixth races, were 
unable to deliver the gooils. Ixilh winiling up third. 
The ••oiisislent F<-rn L. ran six furlongs in 1:1 IT 
in winning the F. O. E. Handicap, in whii4i she 
easily vanquished a small but select field. 

Jockey Gaiigcl. who is iimler contract to the St. 
Janies Stable, was Indefinitelv suspended as the re- 
sult of the m.iiiner in which he rraie Silver Litn . 
the onlv favorite out of the money during the dav 
There were siane old scores against (iaiigel and 
this was ('Illy a culminating incident.

N. A'.. .August 11.--.Toekcy E. Marlin's 
weak riding was held iiartly responsible for toe 
defi-ats of three of Ihe most proiioiiiict'd favorites 
of till- afteriPNin at Fort Erie. Only tlie faet that 
his lioiiest.y is pot questioned caused him to escape 
siispeiisioti. Tlie midget lacks strcngtli. hut can 
ride a free riiiitiiiig horse well. On a heavy headed 
liorsc or one lliat rcqiiiri's vigorous rousing lie is 
incITiM-livc. .Martin started favorite hackers off op 
their series of losses in the opening race, wlien ne 
failed to get I’ink IJiicii away from liic post in a 
IHisilioti tliat would give the Dick Welles filiy a 
chance. Desidic her iMsir send off she closed a tdg 
gap. toil faihsl to tieat Stiiiiister. Dorotliy Wehh 
ami Flower Beaiit.y. which fitiislKsI in Ihe order 
named. The defeats of Fink IJiicii and Dick Roller. 
ImiIIi from Respess’ stalde, cost that owner an 
extra large amount. .ApaHie. considered tlie liest 
iH'lting proiiosilion of the afteriKHUi and liackcd 
to tin- exclusion of tlie otliei-s in his race, liad smut 
cliaiice. and failed to linisli among the idaecd three. 
JJcImcre. altlioiigli .suffering miieli from interference, 
was given a giMsI ride li.v Fowirs. and this enaldcd 
him to land Ihe pnr.se from the outsider. .Alencon. 

Favorite players also sustaine-l additional losses 
h.v till- defeats of John Carroll, .\niil Rose and llos 
tile Ilyidien. Harold Hall saving thiiin from niter 
roiil li.y landing the tliird race from a ixior hand 
of maidens. 

The liandieHii at a mile and a sixteenth, for which 
John ('.-iiToll was strongl.v sniuiorted. resulted in a 
hand.v victor.v for tlic liglitwi'iglitcd (bn's Fast 
wliicli led from the liarrier's risr-. F.llieolt ontslayiiig 
.Jolin Carroll for seisuid place. 

The judges aiiiiouiieed tills afternoon that jis-kcy 
(1. Swain would in future uot in- iK'rmItted to ac 
iv'lit mounts liere on account of ids timidity. Swain, 
on tlie slightest pretext, takes liis mount Iniek. 

Jolin I laeliincister stated tislay that there would 
be a fall nu'eting held at Douglas I’ark after the 
Kentiick.y Slate Fair is over and the iiiiitiiel system 
of tietting would he usi'd. 

Jake Ilollmaii was among tiHlay’s visitors. He de- 
ferred his trip to Eiiroiie lids season and spent his 
time at Zanesville. Oliio. He will leave for New 
A'ork Frida.v night and attend the opening of the 
Emidre Cit.v track. Judge Aliirphy confirmed the 
reiMirt that he will Ix' the presiding judge at Los 
.Angeles this winter. 

Si'iiie question was raisr'd as to wliefher tlie Mon 
treal .hx-ke.v Club wimid accept the entries of Turney 
Bros., as tiM're Is nothing against the firm more 
tliaii tliat tlie local as.six-iation took (x-casiou to itis- 
cipline .Amos Tiirne.v for intemperate language. Tin- 
Bine Bonnet management will not deii.v the Tunie.ys 
tb*' iirivilege of racing over that course. 

.J<s-keys Butler and <1. Swain came to blows after 
the running of the fourth race and the judges will 
have a hearing in tlio affair tomorrow. 



THE J80.000 ADAM TO RETURN TO FRANCE. 



He, Fifteen Millstream Matrons and Their Produce 
To Be Exported and Sold. 



Tlie announcement from Saratoga that the $8().0<i0 
French liors«'. .Adam, is to go hack to lYaiiee wllli 
lineeii of tlie mares of tlie Kentucky Millstream 
Stud, now In foal to him. is a surprise. The horse, 
mares and their produce are to he sold. Trainer 
Tom Welsh of the Newcastle Stable, who partly 
owns the Millstream Stud, will take the horsi's 
oyer on the steamship Minnetonka ab<iut SentemlM'r 
1. and superintend all the details of their sliipment 
and ultimate sale abroad. 

.Adam is now at the head of the Millstream Stud 
in Kentucky, which is owned by Frank Bishop and 
Andrew Miller. Ills serviei's have been in demand 
since he came to this country at a fee of Sl.tNlO. 
end he has some suiierb foals now in Kentucky. 

J.ast fall the Millslrcani Stud was said to be for 
sale and. in faet. iireparatioiis were made for dis- 
posing of the Ilro^erty, hut tills was aliandoned. 

.Adam is h.v Fl.ving Fox — .Aniie. a daughter of 
Clairinart. and his iiurehase and importation hy 
Jtishop ill IVKJt) was an event in thoroughbred breed 
ing circles. .Anierieaii turfmen were greatly 
pleased with tin' acquisition of a stallion of sm-li 
distinction, and in France his deimrliire from the 
country was attended with <-<HisiderahIe criticism 
from turf sliariis who did not wish him to leave 
France. 

Now that cin'unisfaiices make the sale of Adam 
necessary or advisal'le. France is regarded naturally 
as till' iilaee in which to offer him for sale. The 
mares in foal to .Adam are fine individuals, of the 
Ix-st lire'cd. and naturally the pick of the Millsroain 
Stud Farm, or they would not have been sent to 
Adam. 

Tliere are the best roasims. therefore, for tlio be- 
lii'f (hat .Adam and tin' fifteen hroislinarcs in foal 
to liini will sell well in France, thongli it is a 
matter of regret tliat the American tiirf must lose 
them. Adam is a favorite in France, and the only 
yearling hy him sold in that country this season 
brought $UMiOO. 

Trainer Welsh will turn over to Thomas Healey 
the hor.si's lie has in training before he leaves for 
France. 



GOV. HUGHES AFTER SHERIFF BRADLEY. 

Saratoga. N. A'.. .August II — Governor Hughes 
has siiniiuoned Sheriff John Bradley. .Jr., of Sara- 
toga county, to appe-ar tx-for*- him in the executive 
cliainher next Monday aftermam to show cause wliy 
lie should not Jh' reuiovcd from oftice for permitting 
IvM^kmakers to ply their rocafion Ixith on and off 
the track at Saratoga and esix-cially In the Sara- 
toga hotels. 

Slieriff Bradley’s rcnoTal is asked on charges 
filed hy mail with Covernor Hughes hy Walter 
J.aidlaw as ehairman of tiie anti-race trai-k gaiiili- 
ling campaign cfimniittee, with headquarters in 
New York City. 

Mr. Laidlaw's letter to Covernor Hughes about 
the racing charges is dated New A'ork and con- 
tains the following charges: 

That Bradle.y lias iier.mitted chapter 9 of tlie 
penal c-ode and particularly section 3.’U of the 
penal code to be violatetl on the race track iiiain- 
taiiicd by the Saratoga .Association, although his 
atlciitinii has been speeifically drawn thereto. 

That he has permitti-d liis deputies to allow and 
connive at violations of the said laws. 

That he Jias permit lisl iMMikinakers to carry on 
their business at Saratoga during the racing season. 

Tliat he has perniitted liiMikiniikers to eniploy 
agenls for soliciting lnisine*s and permitted them 
<U>enly to ean-y op such solicitation. 

'I'liat lie has allowed txKtkniakers to record wagers 
<ai races aliont to lie run. 

Thai hc has allowed Ixsikinaklng to go on In the 
hotels of Saratoga as well as on the race tracks. 

That his failure l*i make a single arrest during 
Ihe nine days of racing already Iicld while the 
grandstand and field liiive licen filled with Ixsik- 
inakers proscenting their business has been sub- 
vert ive of the purposes of tlie ix-nal emje. 

Slierifl Jtradley said he was prepared to liglit 
tlie iiroeeedings hroiiglit against I'ini. He believes 
he has not, violated tlie law and he will see his 
eounsel. .Senator Braekett. jireiiaratory to fighting 
the case.

Chacoriiae. which won the Futurity of 
Ik'.fii. the only horse that eoiild ever beat A'oter 
at six furloogs accordiug to Rowe.”

sistant starters. The colt got away poorly. L. A. 
Gella’s .Marse AIm> leading all the way and winning 
•■asllv. .Mr. Turney made assertions that his eolt. 
wlih'b was third, liad been liehl puriKisely in order 
to let Marse Alie win. OpiK>rtuuity was offered 
Mr. Turney to siihstantiate his eharges, which he 
failed to do. 

Mr. Turney is one of the oldest. lK*st known, and 
most respectial turfmen in the country. He owns 
a hreediug farm near Frankfort, Ky.. where he and 
Ills lirofher have a choice band of broodmares and 
simiP three or four stalllous, iiicludiiig Captain 
Sigstiee. a goinl liaudicap horsi* that formerly raced 
successfully iu Turuey Bros.’ colors. lu view 

of Mr. Turney’s high standing as a turfman, liorse- 
men here apiiear to lie generall.v of the opinion tliat 
ii line might pnnierly have covered the offense com- 
mitted. 

Turfmen frequently in the heat of temper give 
expressions to oiiiiiioiis as to the niiining of races, 
u’liereas in eisiler moments they would liave accepted 
whatever accidents of the riiimiiig might have hap- 
I»ened with equanimity. .Viigiisl Belmont.

"New’ York t»eo[ile will keep racing alive for tlie 
retisoii that there are so man.v of them who know the 
game and also know how to liet. These decisions 
li.v Justices BiseholT and Gaynor liave cleared the 
atmosphere. .\iiy man can visit the tracks now 
without the fear of being arrested for making a 
liet of a few dollars with a friend who hapiiens 
to jot the wager on his program. If the former 
liookmakers make liets with friends for the fuu of 
(he thing thev will not violate the law unless it 
can l>e shown that the.v are Ix-tting with anvhodv 
and everybody, handling cash in large qiiaiitlties 
and recording numerous wagers. Until tliese de- 
cisions were handed down the Kings eount.v autliori- 
lies were arresting and indicting persons for trivial 
reasons — such as paying a debt or even writing the 
names of the ji.K-ke.v8 on the program. But under 
the new conditions arrests cannot be made except 
in the ca.ses of protessional iHxikm.akers, and iu order 
to get a conviction It must be shown concliisivelv 
that such alleged Ixiokmakers indulge in race track 
speiailation exclusively as a business. 

‘‘I Itave never tielleved that the passage of tlie 
Hart-.Vgnew bill would kill racing. Now 1 am 
eonviiieed that the game will live on under new 
and tielter conditions, 'rite sport will be cleaner 
and a certain midesirabie element will be extermin- 
ated. 

••Regarding the stories that the Empire meeting 
was shifted to Yonkers from Brighton Beach be- 
eaiisi- of a fear that we would have trouble with 
the authorities, let me sa.v tliat tbe agreement to 
go to Brighton never was made. It was simply 
talked of pending the arrival of Mr. Butler from 
Europe. .Mr. Butler made a liard fight in the courts 
to get a license for his track, and for that reason 
and also hecause of the loyally of the peoiile in 
Westchester county he would not listen to the 
Brighton iilan for a moment.
